A letter from the artist gives the au- 
thority for the group, and shows that the 
picture exactly depicts a well known in- 
terview. The facts are as follows : — 

At 5 o’clock in the morning. Sept. 2, 
1870, Prince Bismarck was awakened by 
Gen. Reille, who stated that Napoleon 
wished to speak with him : dressing has- 
tily, the Prince mounted his horse without 
waiting for breakfast, and rode toward 
Sedan. On the road, near the well known 
Weaver’s Cottage, he found the Emperor 
seated in an open carriage with three aides, 
and near by three officers on guard. 
The Prince dismounted, and greeted him 
as politely as if in the Tuilleries. 

The costumes are e.xact. The horses, 
carriage and surroundings faithfully ren- 
dered. With Napoleon in the carriage, 
are Gen. Castlenan, Prince Achille Murat 
and Gen. Vaubert; on the grey Barbary 
horse is .seated Gen. Reille. When 
Bismarck dismounted, he left his horse 
standing alone. 

In the early morning the street was 
lonely, and the atmosphere hazy. The 
artist made sketches on the spot.
